Four hundred cadets from \ irginia 
Military Institute at Lexington, Vir­ 
ginia, will come to G ettysburg 
for 
the dedication of the Virginia 
m onu­ 
ment 
on 
West Confederate avenue 
October 17th, according to advices re­ 
ceived here. The school is one of the 
most prominent in the Old Dominion 
and their battalion is known far and 
near for its fine appearance. 
The youths who compose the 
o r­ 
ganization will come as special guests 
of the Virginia Memorial Commis­ 
sion and it is possible that they may 
encamp at 
G ettysburg 
for several 
days though the final plans for their 
visit have not been announced. 
In fact, all of the arrangem ents for 
the dedication of the monument seem 
to be in a rather uncertain stage < ap- 
tam W. Gordon McCabe, when asked 
concerning the possible movement of 
Regular troops here to participate in 
the ceremonies, said that this

Philadelphia, Aug. 5.—A s ta te w id e 
Quarantine against children under the 
age of six teen entering Pennsylvania 
from New York aud New Jersey was 
ordered by Dr. 
Samuel 
(J. 
Dixon 
state com m issioner of health. 
No children who have been liviug Id 
homes where the disease has devel 
oped or have come into contact with 
victims of tile disease will he allowed 
to come into this state. 
All other 
children under the forbidden age will 
be placed under observation before be 
lug allowed to enter. 
The following com munication was 
t e n t out by Dr. Dixon to th e health 
authorities of the states of New l o r k 
and New Jersey: 
"The com monwealth of Penusylva 
nia this day placed quara ntine against 
all children under sixteeu turning from 
outside the commonwealth who have 
had or have been in contact with in 
fantile paralysis during the present 
epidemic. 
Oth er children u n d er six 
teen will be detained at the port of 
entry and placed under obseivation 
before being allowed to proceed." 
Orders were immediately se n t out 
for the slate health board* to closely 
guard a1! points of entry into this 
state from the affected state*, eithei 
by rail, boat, awheel or afoot. 
Extra 
inspectors will be placed upon every 
railroad train and boat coming intc 
the city and all children in vehicles 
will be closely examined before bein* 
allowed to cross th e sta te line.
